intended for a food the most vir- 
ile poison that chemistry can 
produce. 


"I have found that the food we 


daily consume is so fraught with 
germ'life of a harmful nature 
that I.am almost afraid to go to 
the table. The butter is painted; 
there is little other to be found 
anywhere. 


"Canned goods are kept years 


and sold for the genuine article. 
I speak particularly of condensed 
milk. 


"If we know nothing of the 


fresh milk we get, surely 
our 


knowledge is more limited as to 
the product that is put in cans."

ANNOYING MISS ROOSEVELT. 


Some Famous Hardies. 


In the published story of the mythical hardships suffered by 


the men and horses of the detachment of the Sixth Artillery, which 
recently marched from Fort Leavenworth to San Antonio, Texas, 
..one can detect much ignorance of past performances of the Ameri- 
~can army. Some writers have been so ridiculous as to compare this 
1100-mile march to Napoleon's retreat from Moscow—a comparison 
so impossible and absurd as to be a burlesque 
General Lee dissi- 


pates the whole story of hardship and suffering with the statement 
that the soldiers and animals arrived at their destination in good 
condition. 


During the Mexican War Colonel A. W Domphan, with his 


regiment of mounted Missounans, marched from Independence, 
Mo., to Chihuahua, Mexico, a distance of some 2500 miles, crossing 
a vast stretch of semi-desert country and fighting their way against 
great odds through a hostile people. It 
was one of the most 


hazardous and adventurous military expeditions in history, being 
comparable to the march of the Ten Thousand Greeks immortalized 
in 
Xenophen's 'Anabasis" and Cortez' march to the City of 


Mexico. Ho\\ ever, it was undertaken in a day when the American 
frontiersman shrank from no peril or hardship and courted 
the 


dangers of the unknown. 


But the annals of the American army tell of another great 


inarch on the frontier under conditions which make the_ tramp of 
the Sixth Artiller> look like a holiday excursion. In 1855 the First 
Dragoons, then newly organized, marched in the dead of winter 
from Independence, Ma Fort Gibson, to Fort Mason in Southwest 
Texas, a distance of 2000 miles. Christmas Day was celebrated on 


* the upper waters of the Brazos river, near Stephensville. This 


famous regiment v,as officered by more than a dozen men, who 
afterward became renowned as fighting generals in the Confederate 
and United States armies. Albert Sydney Johnston .was the colonel. 
Robert E. Lee lieutenant colonel and George H. Thomas and Wil- 
liam J Hardee the majors. Among the officers of lesser grade was 
• George B McClellan, Earl Van Dorn and Fitzhugh Lee. 
The 


•winter season, the absence of roads and the wild unsettled state of 
the countr> traversed made this long march one of extreme hard- 
ship and privation Eight men died before it was completed Since 
then the frontiers have disappeared, and railroads and thriving 


L farms stud the country passed over by the First Dragoons.

Sixth Artillery followed lines of railway along fairly good roads and 
' re in close' touch with towns and settlements all the way.

The testimony of John F Wallace, former chief engineer of the 


Panama Canal Commission, has added nothing new to the sum of 
public knowledge regarding operations on the Panama canal. It is 
to be conceded that the rate of progress is slower than expected 
and unsatisfactory in several respects, but conditions were no bet- 
ter while Mr Wallace was in charge than since. Indeed, the Sec-

Mr. Wallace had much to say in criticism of his successor anc 


the methods adopted by the commission, and offered a number o 
suggestions, but he did not make out a case for himself or agams 
Secretary Taft and Chairman Shonts. He admitted that the differ 
ences between himself and Secretary Taft originated in his doing 
nrer-'sely the things the Secretary of War did not want him to do 
and hence he practically wasted a >ear He laid great stress on th 
fact that Secretary Taft refused to receive or use reports he ha 
prepared, but if this refusal retarted operations or caused disorgan 
ization on the canal the fact remains to be established. Mr. AVallac

NEW FOUL STRIKE RULE 


TO IMPROVE STICK WORK 


Batting averages of baseball 
players 


will be greatly improved the coming year 
if a suggestion which Jimmy Callahan, 
late of the White Sox. has suggested, and 
which he is pushing with vigor, is adopt- 
ed by the rules committee of the national 
commission. 
; 


The suggestion, simple in itself, carries 


untold benefits to the man with the ash, 
and there is no doubt it .will meet with 
popular favor among not only players, but 
with the general public. 


The plan is nothing more or less than 


to have all foul trps that go behind the 
plate adjudged legitimate fouls and not 
subject to the strike penalty. Those fouls 
which hit inside the base line and in 
front of the imaginary line which runs 
through the home plate from bleacher to 
bleacher to be adjudged strikes as here- 
tofore. 


Callahan has already put the sugges- 


tion up to President Ban Johnson of the 
American League. President Comiskey of 
the White Stockings and several other 
prominent lights of the baseball world, 
and all agree that the scheme Is an ex- 
cellent one and ought to be followwl. 
Johnson is enthusiastic about It, and wi • 
probably urge its adoption by the rules 
committee. 


No matter! whether it is adopted or not. 


.Callahan says he will introduce it this 
summer 
at his new semi-professional 


baseball park at Lioyan square. 


"The, scheme is a simple and popular 


one." said Callahan. 
"We cannot deny 


that the 'foul strike' rule has worked 
havoc to the batters' averages. With the , 
adoption of my rule a man-could Improver 
in batting to a great degree. There is nol 
denying that it Is Impossible for a bat- 
ter to send a foul back of the plate. 
| 
"The foul strike rule was adopted to 


i fool those clever batters who could tip off 


j a foul as often as they pleased. Their 
fouls, however, generally went In front of 
this line which I am urging. I don't cart 
how clever the batter is, he cannot send 
one of thoj-e tips b&ck of the plate. 


'Follow (he fortunes of one of 'our 


pitchers who occasionally makes a foul 
tip. 
That invariably goes back of the 


plate. Then watch men like •Willie Keeler 
or Frank Chance. They send their foula 
over Into the left or right field bleachers, 
or. If they want to play with the pitcher 
and tire him, they lay them down any- 
where they please except back of the 
plate.

Henry S. Fleming, secretary of the 


Bituminous 
Trades, 
which

most of the large soft coal firms, and 
the secretary of the Anthracite Coal 
Operators' Association, 
made 
public 


estimates which he had been collect- 
ing as to the probable proportion of 
miners who will be in on the strike 
order. 
In the anthracite district, he 


said, 60 per cent of the miners would 
strike. 
In calculating the men who are like- 


ly to 'strike in the soft coal districts, 
he "said that he found 
that 
miners 


there were much weaker in organiza- 
tion than was usually supposed, ina 
he based his calculations on the pro- 
portion of non-union men and the re- 
sult oE former soft coal strikes. 


CONSUMPTION 
SLOW. 
"As to anthracite," he said, "the av- 
erage consumption is two million tons 
a'month, and the average .winter oon- 
sumptio'n throughout the country is 
eight million tons a month.

to 
the 
present 
time 
consumption 


has . been 
.behind 
the 
. quantity 


mined.. 
About sixteen million tons 


of .anthrapite have'been mined in ex- 
cess, of'the-demand, -and 'there 
are 


nearly two months before April 1st in 
which coal can be mined. For some 
time back, 
the 
railroad 
companies 
have been stocking up anthracite, and 
they never had any such large supplies 
before." 
Mr. Fleming estimated that even al- 


lowing for cold weather there would 
be easily a flve months' supply of an- 
thracite on hand on April 1st. 
The prospect of a coal strike has re- 


vived Interest in the coal supply sta- 
tions which the various railroad com- 
panies havo constructed near the city 
since the last strike in the anthracite 
regions.

along the Pacific Coast in 'heavy weather, 
usuallv overrun the distance.

roust teach us is the need of life-sav- 
ing stations about the entrance to the 
straits. We have great hope that the 
government will take immediate action 
to establish a station at Cape Flattery.
